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Chicago reacts to violent weekend

The outbreak of violence over the Fourth 
of July weekend—the worst of the year so 
far—once again drew unflattering national 
attention to Chicago’s crime woes as police 
Superintendent Garry McCarthy insisted the 
department had conditions under control un- 
til a particularly violent stretch Sunday. 

McCarthy was referring to a 13-hour period 
from Sunday afternoon until early Monday 
when four people were killed and at least 
26 were wounded, many of them critically. 
The most chaotic scene erupted in the South 
Chicago neighborhood when three people 
were shot during a running gun battle that 
drew heavily armed SWAT teams and a police 
helicopter to the scene. 

Overall, 77 people were shot, 12 of them fa- 
tally, between Thursday afternoon and Mon- 
day morning, according to a Tribune analysis. 
In addition, Chicago police shot five people, 
two fatally. 

Mayor Emanuel called the violence “sense- 
less” and “totally unacceptable” but said po- 
lice alone can’t reduce the bloodshed. 


At a press conference, a briefing regularly 
used to tout the Police Department’s gun sei- 
zures, McCarthy returned to a favorite theme, 
calling for stiffer penalties for gun crimes as a 
way to reduce the violence. 

The superintendent said the weekend’s 
violence actually was lower than last year’s 
holiday weekend—until Sunday’s surge of vio- 
lence. He described that turn of events as a 
head-scratcher for him and his staff and won- 
dered aloud if officer fatigue played a part. 

“Tt was yesterday that we lost it,” McCarthy 
told a crowd of reporters at a West Side po- 
lice station. “We’re square-rooting nine ways 
from Sunday what is it that happened. Was 
it a fatigue factor? Did we give [too many] 
people [time] off? Because the fireworks were 
Friday and Saturday. That’s where we had a lot 
of folks deployed during those time frames.” 

Internal police documents show that 
shooting incidents Sunday more than dou- 
bled those on the same day last year. Through 
Saturday, shootings had risen 3.9 percent so 
far this year, according to the documents. 
Sunday’s violence knocked that year-to-date 


number up to 5.3 percent in a single day. 

Since last year, the Police Department 
has relied on overtime to try to counteract 
the violence, flooding the city’s most dan- 
gerous streets with hundreds of extra cops, 
in the process racking up bills of more than 
$100 million in 2013. 

McCarthy said the department has been 
cutting down on those overtime expenses 
this year but didn’t hold back on overtime 
spending over the holiday weekend, putting 
hundreds more officers “on the streets at the 
times we needed them, in the places where we 
needed them.” 

On Monday, McCarthy defended the rash 
of five police-involved shootings over 36 hours 
on Friday and Saturday. Two boys, 14 and 16, 
were fatally shot when they allegedly refused 
to drop guns. The superintendent pointed to 
the inherent dangers faced by police, noting 
that one officer each from Gary and India- 
napolis were killed in the line of duty over the 
weekend. 

“Try taking a gun out of somebody’s hand. 
Have you ever done it?” McCarthy asked a re- 


porter. “It’s a little difficult to do.” 

As part of his message that it will take more 
than Chicago police to curtail the city’s gun 
violence, the mayor went to Roseland on 
Monday to draw attention to Kids Off The 
Block, a neighborhood organization that 
works to provide low-income youths an alter- 
native to violence and gangs. 

“Now, a lot of people will say, where were 
the police? What were the police doing? 
That’s a fair question, but not the only ques- 
tion,” Emanuel said. “Where are the parents? 
Where is the community? Where are the gun 
laws? Where are the national leaders, so we 
don’t have the guns of Cook County, Indiana 
and downstate Illinois flowing into the city?” 

Among those playing basketball there be- 
fore the mayor arrived was George Baron, 20, 
who lives in Roseland and said he had been a 
victim himself of gun violence. 

“T have to watch my back every day because I 
don’t want to get killed. Or shot again,” he said. 
“... Everybody says they’re trying to help us, but 
when we need the help, everyone is gone, and 
we're by ourselves again. I’m tired of it.”

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Chicago couple’s 
TaTa Top takes off

Michelle Lytle turned some heads at Holly- 
wood Beach on Memorial Day this year. 

“You would see people from far away do 
double takes and start walking towards her,” 
said Lytle’s fiancee, Robyn Graves, 30. 

“People were taking photos and stuff like 
that,” Lytle said. “Everyone lit up when they 
saw it.” 

Lytle, 28, was wearing the first prototype 


of her brainchild, the TaTa Top: a string bikini 
top the color of her skin with pink nipples 
printed on it. 

“I was like, this would be so funny,” said 
Lytle, who lives with Graves in Anderson- 
ville. “What if there was a bikini top and it 
was flesh-colored and it had nipples on it, so 
it looked like you were topless but you weren't 
actually topless? ... So is this legal? It’s still le- 
gal. So what exactly are we trying to protect 
people from to begin with?” 

As of Thursday, Lytle and Graves have sold 
all 700 of their original run of TaTa Tops at $28 


apiece—and sparked a lot of conversation. 
Some of the response has been positive, in- 
cluding support from breastfeeding advocates 
and women who have had mastectomies. 

“We've had mothers and daughters buying 
them together, entire teams because they’re 
going to do a breast cancer walk,” Graves said. 

The product also has drawn the attention 
of activists who see the right to bare breasts 
as an issue of equality. 

“The nipple is just a Trojan horse,” said 
filmmaker and activist Lina Esco, who hopes 
to release her film, “Free the Nipple,” this 


year. “The core message is equality. That’s it. 
If a man is able to go topless, a woman should 
be able to go topless.” 

It is illegal in Chicago to expose “any por- 
tion of the breast at or below the upper edge 
of the areola thereof of any female person,” 
according to city code. Violation can lead to 
a fine of up to $500. Only two women have 
been arrested for indecent exposure in Chi- 
cago from 2012 through June of this year, ac- 
cording to police spokesman Martin Maloney. 

Esco said the TaTa Top could get people 
used to the idea of female nudity without re-

quiring them to commit to full toplessness. 

“The women that can’t support by making 
a statement or showing a nipple or whatever, 
they’re still able to wear the top and support 
equality,” she said. 

The TaTa Top also has drawn vocal oppo- 
sition. One comment, from an Internet user 
calling him- or herself “Men Everywhere,” 
simply read, “{Bleeping} sluts.” Lytle and 
Graves posted to Facebook a screengrab of 
one submission to their website that read, in 
part, “No wonder so many women are raped. 
Not all rapes are provoked but if you’re walk- 
ing around wearing this disgusting bikini top 
or something that is only appropriate for the 
bedroom, you’re asking for it.” 

“You can’t convince everyone,” Lytle said. 
“But the fact that there’s a discussion and de- 
bate going on, that is exciting and that is awe- 
some, whether you never buy a TaTa Top or 
not. People are thinking about it, people are 
aware of the issue.” 

Social media has been a double-edged sword 
for the TaTa Top. Word can spread quickly, 
but some social networks have flagged photos 
for showing nudity. The TaTa Top Facebook 


page has been put in “time out” three times, 
according to Lytle, though Instagram has 
been somewhat more understanding. 

“It is a cartoon representation of a nipple,” 
she said. “When you are flagging this and tak- 
ing this down, you are flagging the cartoon of 
a nipple. ... We’re going to start saying, ‘Oh, 
it’s not a woman’s nipple, it’s a man’s nipple.’ ” 

And posting hate mail, like the comment 
regarding rape, has actually mobilized sup- 
port for the TaTa Top. 

“It stirs people up even more,” Lytle said. 

Lytle and Graves have pledged to give $5 to 
the Lynn Sage Foundation, a local breast can- 
cer charity, for every TaTa Top sold. Later on, 
they may give buyers the option of donating 
to “Free the Nipple.” 

Up next will be two darker shades of the 
TaTa Top, along with an expanded range of 
sizes. After that, the Tala Top team hope to 
expand to one-pieces, tops with pierced nip- 
ples, tankinis, bottoms with printed pubic 
hair—and maybe even a men’s swimsuit to 
benefit testicular cancer charities.

Task force: Raise minimum wage 


Increase to $13 would 
be phased in by 2018

Mayor Emanuel’s task force recommended 
Monday that Chicago’s minimum wage be 
ramped up to $13 an hour by 20138, an idea that 
comes as City Hall faces pressure to act on the 
issue while Democrats nationally try to make 
income disparity a campaign theme this fall. 
But the panel also suggested that the Chica- 
go City Council should put off a vote to raise 
the current $8.25 an hour minimum wage un- 
til after state lawmakers tackle the matter in 
the two months following the Nov. 4 election. 
The task force members don’t want to deter 
the General Assembly from approving a state- 
wide wage hike because Chicago already has 
increased its minimum wage, said Ald. Will 


Burns (4th), the panel’s co-chairman. 

Emanuel appointed the group in late May, 
after 21 aldermen joined together to push for 
raising the minimum wage to $15 an hour 
within four years. All 50 aldermen face re-elec- 
tion in late February 2015 and a vote shortly 
before then to increase the city’s minimum 
wage would force them to choose between la- 
bor and business interests. 

After several public hearings, the Minimum 
Wage Working Group met behind closed 
doors and voted 13-3 to approve the plan. 

Emanuel aides said the increase to $13 
would affect 410,000 people working in the 
city and could pump hundreds of millions of 
extra dollars into the city’s economy. They 
also conceded it could lead to an increase of 
up to 2 percent in the cost of food, goods, ser- 
vices and health care. 


The task force recommended the current 
minimum wage of $8.25 be increased in each 
of the next three years by $1.25, with a $1 in- 
crease in 2018. After that, annual increases 
would be pegged to the rate of inflation. 

Tipped employees, like waiters, would see 
their wages increased by $1 to $5.95 over the 
next two years. Annual increases after that 
would be at the rate of inflation. But their 
total pay, including wages and tips, would 
have to at least equal the amount paid to non- 
tipped employees in the city. 

Illinois voters this fall are being asked in 
an advisory referendum whether the state 
should raise its wage rate to $10 an hour. 
Emanuel aides contend that the cost of living 
in the Chicago area is much greater than the 
rest of the state, so a higher minimum wage 
rate in the city is appropriate.

Hundreds of 


parking app 
users wrongly 
ticketed

More than 300 cars parked legally 
around Chicago have gotten tickets 
after drivers used smartphones to pay 
with new mobile technology intro- 
duced by the company that leased the 
city’s meters. 

Since the ParkChicago  smart- 
phone app was launched in mid-April, 
317 cars have been ticketed that still 
had time on their meters, according to 
Scott Burnham, spokesman for Chi- 
cago Parking Meters LLC. 

Burnham attributed the erroneous 
tickets to a “learning curve” as ticket 
enforcement agents become accus- 
tomed to using the new technology. 
He said the company is working to 
get employees up to speed, and added 
that drivers who are wrongly ticketed 
can get the citations voided over the 
phone. 

City Hall spokeswoman Elizabeth 
Langsdorf said the problems stem at 
least in part from “connectivity issues” 
with the devices workers are supposed 
to use to check a parking database be- 
fore they ticket cars they find without 
pay box stickers on their dashboards. 

“This is something we’re working 
with Verizon on—seeing if a change 
at the network level will help and po- 
tentially changing the enforcement 
device itself to see if a different one 
could be more efficient,” Langsdorf 
said in an email. “This is a transition 
issue and once resolved, should help to 
reduce errors even more.” 

According to Burnham, 81,868 park- 
ing tickets for expired meters have 
been issued citywide since the mobile 
technology became available, meaning 
the “error rate” is below 1 percent of 
all tickets. The vast majority of tick- 
ets have been issued to people who 
used pay boxes rather than paying by 
phone, Burnham said. 

About 8,000 meter payments are 
made each day using the pay-by-cell 
system, Langsdorf said. Roughly 
50,000 people have registered to use 
the ParkChicago app, Burnham said.

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Petition seeks to put 
pot on D.C. ballot 


WASHINGTON Supporters of legal marijuana 
in Washington on Monday delivered more 
than double the signatures needed to put the 
issue on a ballot, an initiative that could face 
congressional opposition. 

Adam Eidinger, chairman of the DC Can- 
nabis Campaign, said the group had collected 
about 57,000 signatures to put the measure on 
a Nov. 4 ballot in the US. capital, well over the 
22,373 required by law. 

“This would not open up stores. This would 
not lead to D.C. becoming a tourist haven,” 
he told reporters at the District of Columbia 
Board of Elections. 

“This is just for the citizens who live here, 
the residents who pay taxes, to have the right 
to use marijuana freely in their homes without 
fear of arrest, harassment or a ticket.” 

The measure would allow people 21 and older 
to possess up to 2 ounces of marijuana for per- 
sonal use. They also could grow up to six plants

at home, three of them mature and flowering. 

It allows for transfer of marijuana without 
payment from one person to another, but not 
sales. 

The petition could face opposition from 
Congress, which under the U.S. Constitution 
has oversight of the District of Columbia. 

A District law that would decriminalize 
possession of up to an ounce of cannabis was 
blocked last month by the Appropriations 
Committee in the Republican-controlled 
House of Representatives. 

The committee approved a spending bill 
that included an amendment barring the city 
from spending money to legalize or reduce 
penalties for marijuana, which could include 
barring the elections board from printing bal- 
lots that include the legalization measure. 

Eidinger said members of Congress needed 
to realize that legalization is a civil rights issue 
and not a health issue.

Painting and repurposing vintage fridges is 
more of a hobby for Gamen, whose end goal 
is to return to painting cars and motorcycles 
for a living. For now, he’s articulating his own 
personal style—think flashy West Coast low 
riders and hot rods—on fridges in order to 
build a loyal following in Chicago. All the 
while, Gamen balances a day job at commer- 
cial printing business Bro’s Lithographing Co. 
in the West Loop. 

When Gamen first started painting au- 
tomobiles professionally five years ago, he 
developed a solid client base, and the word 
spread about his quality work. But his creative 
outlet quickly hit a ceiling. 

“Guys would come to me and say, ‘Um, I 
want black,’ ” Gamen said.

lieve we wouldn't be his No.1 priority. 

Verdict: Attainable-ish. Sure, you could date 
him, but he would never truly be *yours.*
